After  Guerrillas. 

Gen.  RonasBAU,  comuiandiDgat  Nnihville, 
lias  issued  an  order  in  reference  to  gtierril 
laa  that  we  commend  to  the  authorities  in 
this  State.  The  enforcement  of  auch  strin- 
gent orders  will  soon  rid  the  State  of  ma 
ratiding  bands;  especially,  if  the  authorities 
will  at  once  banish  from  the  State  all  rebels 
and  their  sympathizing  friends.  Here  ia 
Gen.  Rousseau' a  order  : 

It  is  so  common  for  guerrillas  to  commit 
murders  and  steal  and  destroy  property 
within  this  district,  in  neighborhoods  in 
which  their  friends  and  sympathizers  reside, 
and  by  whom  they  are  concealed,  and,  as  it 
is  believed,  aided  in  the  commission  of  these 
crimes,  that  extraordinary  measures  are  in- 
dispensably necessary  to  protect  the  law- 
abiding  and  inoffensive  citizens  from  pillage 
and  murder. 

It  is,  therefore,  ordered,  l hat  In  every  in- 
stance in  which  guerrillas  shall  rob  or  mur 
der  a  loyal  cilizeo,  an  assessment  will  be 
made  upon  and  collected  from  the  rebel 
sy inpaliiizers  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  of- 
fence— in  the  case  of  robbery,  of  the  amount 
taken;  and  in  case  of  murder,  ol  sucit  an 
amount,  lor  the  use  of  the  murdered  man's 
family,  as  may  be  thought  just  and  right. 
And  when  a  neighborhood  shall  become  no- 
torious lor  such  robberies  and  murders,  tbe 
rebel  sympathizers  therein,  whose  friends 
and  relatives  commit  these  crimes,  will  be 
seot  South  beyond  tbe  Federal  lines,  to  re 
main  during  the  war.  This  order  will  be 
rigidly  and  promptly  enforced.  To  that  end 
all  tbelts,  robberies  and  murdirs  will  be  at 
Once  reported  to  these  Headquarters,  by  the

Camp  Ford,  nbau  Tyler,  Texas, 
April  26,  1864. 
Col.  IK  J.  Landram,  Commanding  4M  Division, 

IZth  Army  Corps 

We  reached  here  on  the  15th  ot  this 
month,  leaving  Mansfield  on  the  9th  There 
are  here  207  enlisted  men  of  our  regiment, 
and  the  following  officers:  Maj.  Mann,  Cap 
tains  Cundiff,  Whilehouse,  Barnett,  Forbis, 
Hamlin,  Logan,  and  McKinney;  Lieuten- 
ants Lester,  Whitenack,  Baker,  Morgan, 
Cundiff,  Hedgen,  and  Wilson  ,  Adj't.  (ieo 
Rue,  and  myself  We  are  all  in  good  health 
and  doing  the  best  we  can  to  pass  away  the 
time.  Lieut.  Poulter  is  at  Mansfield  (flesh 
wound  in  thigh),  and  Lieut.  Finkston  wound- 
ed in  the  knee,  though  I  think  not  very  se- 
verely. I  am  wounded  in  the  left  arm,  shot 
through,  but  not  striking  the  bone.  My 
wound  has  done  remarkably  well,  and  will 
rapidly  heal  up  without  leaving  any  bad  ef- 
fect. I  can  say  without  hesitation  that  the 
regiment  never  did  its  whole  duly  more 
splendidly  and  heroically,  and  though  it  was 
our  misfortune  to  be  captured,  we  have  no 
failure  on  our  part  to  reflect  upon. 

Of  course  we  would  like  you  to  do  all  yon 
can  to  get  us  back  into  our  lines.  The  au- 
thorities here  do  all  they  can  for  us.  Col. 
Allen,  formerly  of  the  Military  Institute, 
near  Frankfort,  is  in  co::iniand  of  t b ia  post, 
and  hia  wife  and  himsell  are  exceedingly 
kind.  We  have  fine  water  in  camp,  and  are 
in  a  healthy  situation,  I  think. 

We  heard  Gen.  Ransom  was  wounded, 
and  have  felt  a  deep  interest  in  his  welfare. 
Convey  to  him  our  sincere  regards,  and  tell 
him  we  often  think  and  talk  of  him,  and 
hope  lie  is  doinn  well  We  hope  you  are 
well  and  got  safely  through  the  various  en- 
gagement of  the  campaign.  All  wish  you 
to  wriie  often,  without  wailing  to  hear  from 
us,  as  we  will  not  have  the  material  or  op 
portunity  to  write  often.  Give  our  kindest 
regards  to  the  officers  and  men  of  the  regi 
ment  left.  Tell  all  to  write  to  us.  Please 
convey  the  news  of  our  situation  to  our 
friends  at  home,  as  my  letler  might  not 
reach  them

Battle  mear  Gu.vtown,  Miss  —Colonel  D. 
C.  Anthony,  of  the  Gfith  Indiana  volunteers, 
arrived  in  New  Albany  from  Memphis  on 
the  night  of  the.  16th.  He  furnishes  the 
Ledger  with  the  following: 

Genera's  Sturgis  and  G.  in  son,  with  a  for*  a 
ot  near  eight  tnuusand,  including  two  thou- 
e»nd  cavalry  and  eight  pieces  of  artillery, 
started  on  an  expedition  into  Mississippi  for 
the  purpose  of  driving  the  rebels  under  For- 
rest from  thai  section,  where  they  were  doing 
much  d&mage,  and  becoming  exceedingly 
troublesome.  When  nearGuntown,  Forrest, 
with  a  force  estimated  at  from  twelve  thou 
sand  to  fifteen  thousand  strong,  with  a  pro 
portion  of  artillery  and  cavalry,  attacked  the 
Federal  troops,  and,  alter  an  engagement  of 
several  hours,  completely  routed  them,  kill- 
ing, wounding,  and  capturing  not  less  than 
five  thousand 

All  the  Federal  trains,  loaded  with  a  large 
amount  of  ammunition  and  provisions,  and 
eighteen  cannon,  were  captured.  Our  troops 
lought  nobly,  but  they  were  compelled  to 
yield  to  the  largely  superior  force  of  the  ene- 
my. Most  of  the  cavalry  had  arrived  at 
Memphis. 

Among  the  regiments  captured  was  the 
93d  Indiana.  There  were  two  oegro  regi 
ments  among  the  troops  captured — one  of 
them  Col.  Alexander's  regiment.  Itissup 
posed  that  Forrest's  men  would  nhow  no 
quarter  to  these  negro  troops,  and  it  is  fear- 
ed that  most  of  them  have  been  inhumanly 
butchered. 

This  is  one  of  the  severest  disasters  which 
has  yet  befallen  the.  Federal  troops  in  Miss 
issippi,  and  has  created  the  greatest  excite 
ment  at  Memphis,  as  it  will  open  a  large 
scope  of  country  heretofore  in  Federal  pos 
session  to  the  raids  of  the  enemy. 

The  Ledger  has  further  particulars  of  the 
fight  at  Columbia.  Arkansas.  After  Marina 
duke  bad  been  driven  from  his  position  on 
the  river,  he  crossed  a  bayou  some  eight 
miles  in  the  rear  of  the  town,  where  he 
made  a  stand  The  Federals  attacked  him 
vigorously,  but,  after  an  hour's  fighting, 
were  driven  back,  and  compelled  io  retire  to 
Columbia.  It  is  believed  lhat  ere  this  lime 
Marmaduke  has  reestablished  the  blockade 
of  the  river  at  a  point  some  filteen  miles  be- 
low Columbia,  as  he  had  expressed  the  de 
termination  to  put  an  end  to  navigation,  at 
least  during  the  summer  months 


Additional  Particulars  in  Regard  to 
Moboan's  Movements. — We  clip  the  follow 
ingfrom  the  Cincinnati  Gazette  of  June  15. 

Telegraphic  communication  has  not  yet 
been  opened  with  Cynthiana,  for  the  want  ol 
an  instrument  to  replace  the  one  destroyed 
by  the  rebels,  but  it  will  be  to  day.  The 
wreck  of  cars  heing  on  the  track  three  miles 
this  side  of  the  town,  the  cars  have  not  com- 
menced running  yet,  but  it  is  expected  a 
train  will  go  out  to-morrow  morning. 

A  gentleman  of  this  city  yesterday  re. 
ceived  a  letter  from  his  son  in  Maysville, 
which  stated  that  Morgan,  on  his  retreat, 
made  a  speech  in  Flemingsbuig  on  Monday, 
in  which  he  boasted  of  having  defeated  Gen. 
Hobson  on  Saturday,  and  acknowledged  be- 
ing defeated  himself  by  Gen.  Burbridge  on 
Sunday.  He  said  he  had  1,300  men  left, 
which  was  only  about  half  the  number  he 
brought  into  the  State,  and  that  he  had  con- 
cluded to  go  back  to  Virginia.  Pete  Ever's 
and  his  men,  he  said,  were  no  part  ol  his 
command  He  left  bis  wounded  in  the 
Courthouse  at  Flemingsburg. 

Gen.  Hobson  is  still  at  Falmouth,  as  are 
also  (he  rebel  officers  Maj.  Cheooweth,  Cap- 
tain Calvin  Morgan,  and  Lieutenant  Boors, 
who  were  his  etcort  or  guard,  until  they 
themselves  were  made  prisoners,  which  hap 
pened  in  this  way:  Capt.  Laird,  of  General 
Hobson's  staff,  on  arriving  at  Falmouth, 
found  these  rebel  officers  enjoying  the  liber- 
lies  of  the  town,  noting  ils  defences,  and 
cultivating  the  acquaintance  of  ils  secession 
citizens  Regarding  this  as  a  violation  of  the 
rules  of  war,  and  being  the  senior  officer 
there  (on  the  presumption  that  Gen.  Hobson 
was  a  prisoner)  he  arrested  them,  and  said 
secession  citizens  also.  The  latter,  however, 
be  released  after  the  danger  from  Morgan 
was  over. 

Tiie  question  whether  Cap*.  Laird  had  any 
right  to  interfere  with  the  arrangements  of 
his  superior  officer  (Gen.  Hobson)  adds  a 
third  link  (o  the  complication,  and  neither 
party  can  move  a  step  without  orders  from 
the  War  Department  tbal  will  solve  tbe 
difficulty. 
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Vallaudigham  in  Ohio 

A  telegram  dated  Cinoinnali,  June 
1S64, says 

Vallandighatn  made  his  appearance  at  the 
Democratic  District  Convention  held  io 
Hamilton  today  with  apparent  surprise  to 
the  larger  portion  of  the  assembly.  He  was 
received  with  great  enthusiasm.  He  spoke 
briefly  from  a  written  document,  narrating 
his  arrest,  and  defending  his  acts.  He  said 
the  assertion  of  the  President  that  he  was 
arrested  because  he  laboreil  with  some  effect 
to  prevent  raising  troops  and  encouraged 
desertion  from  the  army,  or  bad  disobeyed 
or  failed  to  counsel  obedience  to  the  lawful 
authority,  was  absolutely  false.  He  appeal 
ed  for  proof  to  every  speech  he  bad  made, 
and  lo  the  record  of  the  military  cominis 
sion,  by  trial  and  sentence  of  which  he  was 
banished.  The  sole  offence  laid  to  my 
charge  was  words  of  criticism  of  the  public 
policy  ol  Lincoln,  addressed  to  open  politi 
cal  meetings  of  fellow  citizens. 

For  more  than  a  year  no  public  man  has 
been  arrested — no  newspaper  suppressed 
within  the  State  for  the  expression  of  public 
opinion,  while  hundreds  in  public  assemblies 
or  through  the  press,  with  license  and  vio- 
lence, in  which  I  never  indulged,  criticised 
and  condemned  the  acts  and  policy  of  the 
Administration,  denounced  the  war,  and 
maintaining  even  the  propriety  of  recogniz- 
ing the  Southern  Confederacy.  1  do  not 
mean  any  longer  to  be  the  only  man  of  the 
party  who  is  to  be  tbe  victim  of  arbitrary 
power.  If  Abraham  Lincoln  seeks  my  life, 
let  him  so  declare,  but  he  shall  not  agaia 
deprive  me  of  my  personal  liberty  except 
npon  due  process  of  law.  He  denounced 
oider  ibirty-threc,  under  which  he  was 
arrested,  and  said  it  was  against  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws,  and  without  validity,  and  all 
proceedings   under   it  were  null  and  void. 

The  lime  has  come  when  it  becomes  ine 
as  a  citizen  ol  Ohio  and  of  the  United  Stales 
to  demand,  and,  by  my  own  act,  vindicate 
the  rights  and  privileges  which  I  never  for 
leited,  but  of  which,  for  many  months,  1 
have  been  deprived  He  reiterated  his  right 
lo  criticise  the  acts  ol  the  Administration. 
He  cautioned  his  political  friends  from  any 
acts  ol  violence  on  his  account,  but  advised 
none  to  shrink  from  any  responsibility  if  for 
ced  upon  him.  . 

Vallandigham  was  accompanied  to  the 
depot  by  a  large  crowd,  and  arrived  in  Day- 
ton to  night,  where  it  is  understood  he  will 
make"  a  speech.  The  convention  elected 
Vallandigham  as  a  delegate  to  the  Chicago 
Convention. 

Vallandigham  arrived  at  Dayton  at  half- 
past  five  o'clock,  and  proceeded  at  once  to 
his  residence.  There  was  no  demonstration. 
Rumors  are  current  that  soon  afier  hia  ar- 
rival be  bad  taken  tbe  night  train  for  Toledo, 
but  it  was  subsequently  announced  that  he 
would  deliver  a  public  speech  to  morrow. 
There  is  considerable  apprehension  of  trouble 
at  Dayton,  and  the  people  are  very  much 
excited. 

Tbe  Commercial's  Dayton  despatch  eaya 
there  is  but  little  doubt  that  Vallaudighaui's 
arrival  was  unexpected  to  his  friends.  His 
house  was  open  yesterday,  and  a  large  nun 
ber  of  his  friends  called  upon  him.  In  re- 
sponse to  a  serenade  last  night,  he  said  he 
did  not  believe  there  would  be  an  attempt  to 
arrest  him,  but  should  there  be,  he  and  big 
friends  were  prepared  for  any  emergency)

The  Rebel  Iuvhsiou.

Martial  law  was  declared,  and  the 
enrolled  militia  ordered  to  arms  Later  in 
the  day,  the  entire  arms-bearing  force  of  the 
city  and  county  was  ordered  out;  and  the 
Fort  and  approaches  to  the  city  prepared  for 
resisting  any  assault  thai  might  be  made 

About  6J  o'clock,  p.  m  ,  an  assault  was 
made  upon  the  Fort,  which  was  successfully 
repulsed.  The  number  of  the  assailants  is 
not  known  certainly  but  we  have  the  best 
evidence  to  believe  the  entire  rebel  force  in 
the  neighborhood  ol  the  Fort  was  not  short 
of  150  to  200.  They  were  stretched  from 
the  Georgetown  pike  across  nearly  to  ihe 
liver  below  town 

On  Saturday  morning,  a  force  which  we 
believe  numbered  some  250  to  300,  appeared 
on  the  hills  above  South  Frankfort,  and  de- 
manded the  surrender  of  the  town  and  forces 
defending  it  The  demand  was  promptly 
refused;  and  until  aoout  4  o'clock,  p.  m., 
the  rebels  were  treated  to  shell,  cannister, 
musket  and  rifle  balls,  when  thty  raised 
the  siege.  A  party  of  fifty-six  rebels  went 
west;  and  the  others  in  different  directions. 
They  were  under  command  of  M  T.  Prtor 
and  Bari.  Jenkins. 

The  garrison  was  reinforced  on  Sunday 
evening,  by  the  Ninth  Pennsylvania  Volun- 
teer Veteran  Gavaln 

On  a  future  occasion,  *t  purpose  giving  a 
more  particular  account  of  the  siege  and  its 
repulse.  For  the  present,  we  can  not  say 
more — The  employees  in  the  office  have 
been,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  all  in  the 
service, — and  some  are  still  detained  in  it.

The  Attack  on  the  Capital,  and  it*  De- 
fence. 

After  the  raid  upon  the  Louisville  and 
Frankfort  Railroad,  on  Wednesday,  the  8th 
instant,  the  track  was  promptly  repaired,  and 
the  regular  morning  train  arrived  in  this 
city  from  Louisville  on  Thursday.  The  pa- 
pers and  documents  connected  with  the  mil- 
itary department,  together  with  a  lot  of  ord- 
nance stores,  were  started  under  guard  on  a 
special  train  to  Louisville.  As  the  train 
was  approaching  Pleasureville,  it  was  ascer- 
tained that  the  track  had,  again  been  torn 
up,  and  the  train  was  soon  attacked.  The 
gentlemen  having  it  in  charge  made  h  gal- 
lant defence,  and  a  running  fight  was  kept 
up  about  fifty  minutes,  the  train  returning 
and  beiqg  intercepted  step  by  step  by  ob 
struetions  placed  on  the  track  by  the  rebels. 
Th  ese  obstructions  were  removed  by  the 
guard  driving  off  the  assailants,  and  the 
train  returned  in  safety.  On  Friday  a  con- 
struction train  was  sent  down  the  road,  with 
an  escort  of  cavalry  and  volunteer  infantry, 
under  command  of  Lt  Col.  Craig,  7th  Ky. 
Cavalry  The  rebels  were  found  posted  in  a 
stockade  near  Benson  Bridge,  when  an  as- 
sault was  made.'and  after  a  brisk  skirmish, 
the  rebels  were  driven  off,  several  of  them 
being  killed  and  wounded  Two  of  Colonel 
Craig's  force  were  captured  and  one  wound- 
ed   The  train  returned  to  town 

In  the  meantime  Col  Ed.  Kke.no.s  had  or- 
dered out  the  militia,  the  Battalion  consist' 
ing  of  three  companies, Captains  U.  Keenon. 
II  J.  Graham  and  W  Graham,  Major  T.  J. 
Hutchison,  in  charge.  The  citizens  rallied 
to  the  defence,  and  the  entire  force  wars 
placed  in  the  fort  Adjutant  General  Boti  u. 
and  Quartermaster  General Scddarth  rallied 
a  force  and  took  charge  of  the  arsenal ;  an- 


them, in  rear  of  the  Fort,  but  were  trot  sup 
ported  by  Jsharp-shooters.  The  artillerists 
stood  to  their  posts,  but  were  finally  com- 
pelletl  to  retire  and  attempt  to  get  inside  the 
fortifications.  The  rebels  still  advanced, 
and  as  they  approached  the  walls  the  force 
in  the  Fort  opened  a  vigorous  fire,  and  every 
man  deported  himself  like  a  veteran.  Capt 
Goins  and  Sergeant  Johnson,  in  charge  of 
the  guns  commandine  the  rear,  handled 
their  artillery  with  fine  effect,  and  gave  the 
foe  a  good  shower  of  grape  and  canister.  The 
attack  continued  at  intervals  about  3  hours, 
and  resulted  in  a  complete  and  entire  re 
pulse  of  the  rebels,  who  hastily  retreated  and 
burnt  the  barracks  situated  about  a  mile  and 
a  half  out  on  the  Owenton  pike  During 
the  night  a  force  went  out  from  the  Fort 
and  brought  in  the  two  cannon  from  the  re' 
doubts,  which  had  been  left  in  their  places 
unmolested.  The  rebels  had  met  with  such 
a  warm  reception  that  they  had  not  time 
even  to  spike  them. 

On  Saturday  morning,  at  6  o'clock,  a  flag 
of  truce  was  seen  approaching  the  bridge 
from  the  Louisville  pike  It  was  received 
by  Quarter  Master  Armer,  and  W.  A.  Gaines 
of  Gen.  Lindset'j  staff,  the  bearers  of  the 
flag  blindfolded  and  conducted  to  Colonel 
Monroe's  Head  quarters  The  officer  an- 
nounced himself  as  Adjutant  Freeman,  of 
Colonel  Giltner  s  4th  Kentucky  Confederate 
Cavalry,  Lt.  Col  Pryop.  in  command,  and 
made  a  verbal  demand  for  an  immediate  and 
unconditional  surrender  of  the  town  and 
forced  Colonel  Moneoe  promptly  refused, 
stating  that  a  requat  uf  that  character  should 
be  made  in  writing.  The  Adjutant  then 
assumed  an  air  of  exceeding  self  conse- 
quence, and  replied  that  "we  are  not  in  the 
habit  of  making  requests  of  our  enemies  in 
arms,  but  we  always  demand  ol  them  a 
compliance  with  our  wishes.'  Col  Monroe 
replied,  "your  demand  shall  not  be  complied 
with,  and  tell  your  Colonel  I  shall  not  sur- 
render." 

Aftei  the  rebel  officer  was  sent  without 
the  lines  and  reported  the  answer,  the  guns 
from  the  Fort  opened  with  rapid  and  heavy 
shelling  on  the  south  side  of  the  river,  and 
giving  Col.  Pryor  to  understand  that  Col 
Monroe  meant  what  he  said  In  the  course 
of  an  hour  and  a  half,  another  flag  of  truce 
approached  the  bridge  and  being  duly  re- 
ceived, the  following  communication  was 
borne  to  Col  Monroe,  which  was  promptly 
answered

Sir:  A9  Commander  of  ihe  Confeder- 
ate forces  on  this  side  of  the  river,  and  un- 
der instructions  from  my  superior,  I  demand 
the  unconditional  surrender  of  your  forces, 
with  this  statement  that  all  will  be  treated 
as  prisoners  of  war,  and  private  property  re- 
spected. But,  if  a  useless  and  stubborn  re- 
sistance is  made,  we  will  not  answer  for  the 
consequences  in  an  assault.

Eighteenth  Kentucky  Veteran  Infantry. 

At  a  meeting  ol  the  members  of  the  Eigh- 
teenth Kentucky  Veteran  Infantry  held  at 
their  Camp,  at  Ringgold,  Georgia,  June  7, 
1864,- -twenty -four  commissioned  officers 
being  present,  (of  twenty-eight  belonging  fo 
the  Regiment,)— the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions  were  read,  and  having  been  ap 
proved,  and  signed  by  the  twenty-three  com- 
missioned officers,  whose  signatures  are  ap- 
pended, of  twenty-four  present,  were  submit 
ted  to  a  vote  of  the  Regimeut,  and  were 
unanimously  adopted  : — 

Whereas,  We,  memlersof  the  Eighteenth 
Regiment  of  Kentucky  Veteran  Infantry, 
deem  it  our  duty,  both  as  soldiers  and  citi- 
zens, to  express  our  views  upon  the  great 
questions  of  the  day,  with  reference  to  the 
approaching  Presidential  Campaign  and 
whereas,  men  calling  themselves  our  friends, 
have  at  our  homes  published  to  the  world 
sentiments  upon  these  questions  which  we 
can  neither  countenance  nor  suffer  lo  pass 
unnoticed;  therefore, — 

Resolved,  That  we  cordially  approve  ,md 
endorse  the  policy  and  course  of  the  pres- 
ent Administration;  as  evinced  in  its  mar.- 
agement  ol  the  present  war,  and  its  treat- 
ment of  the  difficult  and  embarrasing  ques- 
tion of  slavery 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize,  not  only  the 
duty,  but  the  necessity,  of  a  continuance  of 
that  policy,  until  every  rebel  in  arms  shall 
be  subdued,  and  every  foot  ol  Federal  terri- 
tory shall  be  attain  subject  to  Federal  au 
thority 

Resolved,  That  in  the  coming  contest  lor 
the  Chief  Magistracy  of  the  Nation,  we  re 
cognize  but  two  parties  ;  one  for,  and  one 
against  the  Union;  and  all  compromisers  be- 
tween the  two,  by  whatever  name  they  may 
be  called,  as  sympathizers  with  the  enemies 
of  tbe  Republic. 

Resolved,  That,  recognizing  the  lacl,  that 
the  interest-,  ol  our  State,  its  connected  with 
the  question  of  slavery,  are  identical  with 
those  ol  the  nation,  we  will,  in  our  respec- 
tive counties,  support,  and,  if  allowed,  will 
vote  for  the  candidates  for  county  offices  at 
the  coming  August  election,  who  may  be 
nominated  by  the  party  pledged  to  sustain 
the  present  Administration. 

Resolved,  That  wc  disown  and  repudiate  all 
those,  who,  having  held  office  in  the  army, 
and  having  been  discharged  or  resigned 
therefrom,  now  affiliate  with  those  who  seek 
to  divide  the  loyal  sentiment  of  our  State, 
and  thereby  give  aid  and  comfort  to  the 
enemy. 

Resolved,  That  Abraham  Lincoln,  the  pres- 
ent Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Nation,  is  our 
first  choice  for  lhe  next  Presidency  ;  but  we 
will  give  our  hearty  support  to  the  nominee 
of  the  Union  Convention,  now  in  session  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  whoever  he  may  be

5th   corps  had  the  advance.    He  thinks 
Petersburg  before  this  is  in  our  hands,  as 
the  rebels  had  but  a  comparatively  small 
force  there  to  defend  it.    Nothing  has  been 
heard  from  Sheridan. 

The  movement  to  James  river  was  in  three 
columns — Hancock  at  the  right,  nearest  the 
Chickahominy,  Burnside  on  the  left,  and 
Wright  in  the  centre.  Sheridan  hasgoneoff, 
with  the  Divisions  of  Gregg  and  Torbett,  lo 
find  Hunter  and  pilot  him  in  this  direction. 

A  telegram,  dated  June  16,  from  Fortress 
Monroe  says  that  on  the  morning  of  the  15th 
at  4  o'clock,  the  18th  corps,  under  General 
Smith,  left  City  Point  and  marched  for  Pe- 
tershurg.  Gen.  Kautz's cavalry  attacked  the 
intr  i  aliments,  and  at  11,  A.  M.,  succeeded 
in  carrying  them  and  entered  the  city.  They 
were  supported  by  the  advance  guard  of 
Smith  The  remainder  of  the  troops  were 
at  last  accqunts  marching  in  the  direction  o: 
Petersburg  as  Inst  as  they  landed.  An  end- 
less stream  of  transports  and  barges  have 
been  making  their  way  up  lhe  James  river 
to  the  new  place  of  supplies 

Washington,  June  17. — P.  M. — To  Major 
General  Dir.- — The  following  despatches 
have  been  received  by  this  department 

City  Point,  June  15,  via  Jamestown  Island, 
June  16,  5:30  A.  M— Gen.  Smith  with  15,- 
000  men  attacked  Petersburg  ihis  morning. 
Gen  Butler  reports,  from  his  observatory 
near  Bermuda  Hundred,  that  there  has 
been  sharp  fighting,  and  the  troops  and 
trains  of  the  enemy  v, ere  moving  from 
Petersburg  across  the  Appomatox,  as  it  re 
treating  Hancock  is  not  near  enough  to 
render  Smith  any  aid.  Richmond  papers 
have  nothing  to  indicate  a  suspicion  of  our 
crossing  the  James  river.  They  expect  to 
be  attacked  from  tbe  direction  of  Malvern 
Hills. 

City  Point,  June  15,  130  P.  -If— Overland 
reports  from  Gen.  Smith  state  that  at  5  P. 
M.,  be  had  carried  a  line  ol  iotrenchmenls 
at  Beatty's  house,  the  colored  troops  assault- 
ing and  carrying  the  rifle-pits  with  great 
gallantry,  but  he  had  not  yet  arrived  at  tbe 
main  line.  He  describes  the  rebel  artillery 
fire  as  being  heavy  He  expected  to  attack 
the  line  just  before  dark.  Hancock  is  with- 
in three  miles  ol  Smith. 

City  Point,  7  A.M.,  June  16,  via  Jamestown 
Island,  11:40  A.  Af.— At  7:20  P.  M  ,  yester 
day,  Smith  assaulted  and  carried  the  princi- 
pal line  of  the  enemy  before  Petersburg, 
taking  thirteen  cannon,  several  stands  ol 
colors  and  between  3.000  and  4,000  prison- 
era.  The  line  is  two  miles  from  the  city. 
Hancock  came  up  and  took  a  position  on 
the  left.  At  3  A.  M.,  to  day  there  was 
heavy  firing  in  that  direction  No  report 
has  been  received  yet 

Dorthard  Landing,  Pa.,  1  P.  .V  ,  June  16.— 
After  sending  my  despatch  of  this  morning 
from  the  ueights  southeast  ol  Petersburg,  I 
went  over  the  conquered  lines  with  General 
Grant  and  the  engineer  officers.  The  works 
are  of  tbe  very  strongest  kind,  and  more  dif- 
ficult (o  take  than  were  those  of  Missionary 
Ridge  and  Chattanooga  The  hardest  fight 
ing  has  been  done  by  the  black  troops.  The 
forts  they  stormed  wore  the  worst  of  all.  Al- 
ter the  affair  was  over  Gen  Smith  went  and 
thanked  them,  and  told  them  he  was  proud 
of  their  courage  and  dash.  He  says  they 
canuot  be  excelled  as  soldiers,  and  hereafter 
he  will  send  them  to  a  difficult  place  as 
readily  as  the  best  white  troops  They  cap- 
tured six  out  of  sixteen  cannon,  which  they 
took  from  Beauregard's  command.  Some  ol 
the  prisoners  say  they  had  just  crossed  tbe 
James  river  above  Drury's  bluff.  I  do  not 
thir.k  any  of  Lee's  army  had  reached  Pe- 
tersburg when  Smith  arriv  ed  They  seemed 
to  be  making  arrangements  to  hold  the  west 
Side  of  the  Appomattox  The  town  they 
cannot  think  of  holding,  as  it  lies  directly 
under  our  guns.  The  weather  is  splendid 

City  Point,  June,  16,  4  P.  M— Gen  Butler 
reports  from  Bermuda  Hundred  that  the  eu 
eray  have  abandoned  the  works  in  front  of 

that  place.  His  trbdpa  arc  now  engaged  in 
tearing  the  railroad  up  between  Petereburg 
and  Richmond 

The  following  despatch  does  not  designate 
the  hour,  but  is  supposed  to  he  later  than 
the  preceding  ones  : 

'l  Jamestown,  fa.— I  came  Jowu  from  the 
pontoon  above  Fort  Powhattan  with  des- 
patches for  Secretary  Stanton.  Ju6t  as  1 
left,  Capt.  Pitkine  reporten  to  me  that  Pe 
tersburg  was  in  our  hands.' 

No  despatches  of  a  ate  dale  have  been  re 
ceived  from  Gen.  Sheridan,  but  the  Rich- 
mond Whig  of  the  15th  has  despatches  from 
Lee  stating  that  Sheridan  had  been  routed 
in  an  engagement  with  Lee  aud  Hampton, 
losing  500  prisoners,  and  leaving  his  dead 
and  wounded  on  the  field 

From  Gen.  Sherman,  a  despatch,  dated 
last  night,  has  been  received.  It  only  states 
rslative  to  the  positions  of  the  forces.  No 
serious  engagement  has  vet  occurred.

Commutation  for  Drn fled  Slaves. 

War  Department,  Solicitor's  Office,  I 
Washington,  D.  C. ,  May  20,  1864.  j 

"Has  the  owner  ol  a  drafted  slave,  in  a 
loyal  State,  the  right  to  exonorate  him  from 
liability  under  the  draft  by  procuring  a  sub- 
stitute, or  by  payment  of  $300?'' 

Opinion. — It  is  the  right  ol  any  dratted 
man  to  furnish  an  accepiable  substitute,  or 
to  obtain  qualified  exemption  from  service  by 
payment  of  commutation.  No  one  can  law- 
fully prevent  a  drafte  I  man  from  entering 
the  military  service  of  the  United  Stales  by 
procuring  a  substitute,  or  by  paying  commit 
tation  for  him,  without  bis  authority  or 
against  his  consent. 

If  a  slave  be  drafted  who  deeiies  to  serve, 
jt  is  not  the  right  of  his  master,  by  procur- 
ing a  substitute  or  paying  commutation,  to 
withhold  his  slave  from  theartuy,  and  there 
by  to  deprive  the  country  of  a  soldier  and 
the  slave  of  that  freedom  to  which  he  is  en- 
titled by  act  of  Congress. 

But  if  the  drafted  slave  hunseli  prelers  to 
avoid  the  military  service,  and  to  remain  in 
slavery,  it  is  his  personal  privilege  to  secure 
qualified  exemption  from  the  draft  by  pay 
ment  of  $300,  cr  proem  ement  of  a  substitute 
who  shall  be  acceptably  according  to  the 
regulations  of  this  department

The  moral  effect  ot  the  repulse  of  the 
rebels  from  Frankfort,  by  a  traction  of  the 
militia  of  the  city  and  county,  assisted  by 
some  citizens  from  other  points,  and  half  a 
dozen  convalescent  soldiers,  should  be  incal- 
culable lor  liood  It  demonstrates  what  a 
few  men  uan  accomplish  for  the  protection 
of  themselves  and  bomas,  and  shows  the 
inhabitants  of  other  towns  that  they  can, 
if  they  trill,  protect  themselves  and  towns 
from  the  depredations  of  marauding  bauds. 

But,  the  result  of  the  repulse,  in  another

on  another,  he  determined  to  make  across 
the  Kentucky  river,  through  Franklin,  Mer- 
cer, Anderson,  Shelby,  Spencer,  <fcc,  strip- 
ping the  country  of  horses,  robbing,  steal- 
ing, and  devastating  as  he  went  to  the  Louis- 
ville and  Nashville  railroad,  which  he  in- 
tended to  tear  up 

He  intended  to  take  Franklort  in  his  route 
because  the  only  bridge  across  the  river  was 
here,  to  afford  hirn  swift  and  rapid  means  of 
crossing  He  sent  on'  his  advance  force, 
telling  them  to  seize  the  fort;  that  they 
could  easily  do  that,  as  there  was  no  force 
here  to  defend  it  to  get  possession  of  uhe 
bridge,  to  prevent  the  Union  men  from  burn 
ing  or  destroying  it  to  impede  his  passage 
He  came  on  to  and  through  Georgetown;  but 
when  seven  miles  lhi«  side  he  received  in- 
formation of  the  repulse  of  his  party  that 
assailed  the  Fort  Friday  evening,  and  the 
cannonading  of  Saturday  morning  taught 
him  that  the  force  sent  round  to  the  south 
ot  the  city  had  tailed  to  take  the  bridge,  and 
that  we  were  prepared  to  receive  him,  and 
that  bis  programme  of  escaping  Gen.  Bcr 
bridge  on  the  chosen  route,  was  foiled. 

Morgan's  only  chance  then  was  to  double 
on  his  tracks;  take  the  road  to  Cynthiana, 
and  escape  if  he  could  without  further  fight; 
but,  if  he  met  Gen  Hobson,  he  would  fight 
him,  and  endeavor  to  whip  him  before  Gen. 
Burbridge  came  up.  He  made  the  attempt; 
succeeded  against  Hobson;  but  was  delay 
ed  by  the  fight  until  Burbridge  came  up, 
and  whipped  him  and  scattered  his  men 

Had  Morgan  taken  Frankfort,  his  inten- 
tion was  to  destroy  all  the  property  of  the 
State  Government ;  commit  all  the  robber 
ies  he  could;  bum  the  property  of  Union 
citizens,  cross  the  bridge:  and  then  pro 
ceed.  The  destruction  of  the  bridge  here 
would  have  detained  Gen.  Burbridge' s  pur 
suit  at  least  three  days;  and  given  bim  full 
time  to  have  laid  the  whole  country  through 
to  Tennessee  under  contribution 

But  while  "man  proposes,  God  disposes;" 
and  He  put  it  into  Gov.  Bramlette'"  heart  to 
determine  upon  a  defence,  and  to  call 
upon  the  citizens  to  protect  themselves  and 
their  property,  and  the  property  of  the  State. 
He  put  into  the  hearts  of  gallant  men  and 
noble,  brave  boys  to  respond  to  the  Gover- 
nor's call;  and  the  prince  of  horse  thieving 
marauders  was  defeated  in  his  well  laid 
schemes.

Resolutions  Adopted  by  the  Baltimore 
National  I  .mm  Convention. 

The  following  is  the  Platform  adopted  by 
the  Baltimore  Convention  ; 

"I.  Resolved,  That  it  i3  the  highest  duty 
of  every  American  citizen  to  maintain  against 
all  its  enemies  the  integrity  of  the  Union  and 
the  paramount  authority  of  the  Constitution 
and  lavs  of  the  United  States,  and  that,  lay- 
ing political  opinions  aside,  we  pledge  our- 
selves as  Union  men,  animated  by  a  common 
sentiment,  and  aiming  at  a  common  object, 
to  do  everything  in  our  power  to  aid  the 
Government  in  quelling  by  force  of  arms  the 
rebellion  now  raging  against  its  authority , 
and  in  bringing  to  the  punishment  due  to 
their  crimes  the  rebels  and  traitors  arrayed 
against  it,  its  free  institutions 

"2  Resolved,  That  we  approve  the  deter- 
mination of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  not  to  compromise  with  rebels,  or  to 
offer  any  terms  of  peace,  except  such  as  may 
be  based  upon  an  unconditional  surrender  of 
their  hostility,  &c ,  and  a  re'.urn  to  their 
just  allegiance  to  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  the  United  States,  and  that  we  call  upon 
the  Government  to  maintain  this  posiiion, 
and  to  prosecute  the  war  with  the  utmost 
possible  vigor  to  the  complete  suppression  of 
the  rebellion,  in  full  reliance  upon  the  sell 
sacrifice,  the  patrioti-m,  the  heroic  valor  and 
the  undying  devotion  of  the  American  peo- 
ple to  the  country 

•'3.  Resolved,  That.  a<  slavery  was  ilie 
cause  and  now  constitutes  the  strength  of 
the  rebellion,  as  it  must  be  always  and 
everywhere  hostile  to  the  principles  of  re; 
publican  government,  justice  and  the  nation- 
al safety  demand  its  utter  and  complete  ex- 
tirpation from  the  soil  of  the  Republic  fap 
plause,]  and  that  we  uphold  and  maintain 
the  acts  and  proclamations  by  which  tbe 
Government,  in  its  owu  defense,  has  aimed 
a  death  blow  at  this  gigantic  evil.  We  are 
in  favor,  futhermore,  ot  such  an  amendment 
to  the  Constitution,  to  be  made  by  the  peo 
pie  in  conformity  with  its  provisions,  as  shall 
terminate  and  forever  prohibit  tbe  existence 
of  slavery  within  the  limits  of  the  jurisdic 
tion  of  the  United  States 

"4.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the 
American  people  are  due  to  tbe  soleiers  and 
sailors  of  the  army  and  navy,  [applause;] 
who  have  periled  their  lives  in  defense  of 
their  country  and  in  vindication  of  the  hon-

"6.  Resolved,  That  we  deem  it  essential 
to  the  general  welfare  that  harmony  should 
prevail  in  tbe  national  councils,  and  we  re- 
gard as  worthy  of  public  confidence  and  offi- 
cial trust  those  only  who  cordially  endorse 
the  principles  proclaimed  in  these  resolu- 
tions, and  which  should  charaeterize  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Government. 

"7.  Resolved,  That  the  Government  owes 
to  all  men  emyloyed  in  its  armies,  without 
regard  to  distinction  of  color,  the  full  pro- 
ection  of  the  laws  of  war.  [Applause.]  — 
And  that  any  violation  of  these  laws  and  of 
the  usages  of  civilized  nations  in  the  time  of 
war  by  the  rebels  now  in  arms,  should  be 
made  the  subject  of  full  and  prompt  redress. 

"8.  Resolved,  That  the  foreign  immigra 
tion  which  in  the  past  has  added  so  much 
to  tbe  wealth  and  development  of  the  re- 
sources and  increase  of  power  to  this  nation, 
the  asylum  ot  the  oppressed  of  all  nations, 
should  be  fostered  and  encouraged  by  a  lib- 
eral and  just  policy. 

"9.  Resolved,  That  we  are  in  favor  of  the 
speedy  construction  of  the  railroad  to  tbe 
Pacific. 

"10  Resolved,  That  the  national  faith  ia 
pledged  for  the  redemption  of  the  public 
debt,  and  must  be  kept  inviolate,  and  that 
for  this  purpose  we  recommend  economy 
and  rigid  responsibility  in  the  public  expen- 
ditures, and  a  vigorous  and  juat  system  of 
taxation.  That  it  ia  the  duly  of  every  loyal 
State  to  sustain  the  credit  and  promote  the 
use  of  the  national  currenoy. 

"11.  Resolved,  That  we  approve  the  posi-

OFFICE  CITY  COUNCIL,  [ 
Kbanxfort.   May  23,   1864.  J 
IIT'HEREAS,  there  are  portions  of  the  estab 
Tf    lished  streets  and  alloys,  within  tho  lim- 
its of  the  city  of  Frankfort,  which  have  been  on- 
closed  by  private  persons,  without  the  consent  of 
tho  municipal  authorities — therefore, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Councilman  of  tht 
City  of  Frankfort,  That  all  such  enclosures,  (ex- 
cept such  as  hsve  been  duly  authorized,)  are  here- 
by declared  to  be  nuisances,  which  the  marshal  ..f 
the  city  is  directed  to  remove,  after  giving  the 
persons  who  have  erected  or  maintained  such  en- 
closures, five  days  notice,  in  writing  of  his  pur- 
pose ao  to  do. 

2d.  If  any  person  desires  to  keep  up  such  en- 
closures, he  or  she  may  do  so,  by  entering  into  a 
contract  or  egreemout  in  regard  thereto,  with  the 
mayor,  containing  such  terms  as  tbe  mayor,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  City  Council,  may  pre- 
scribe: Provided,  however,  The  Council  reservea 
tbe  power  to  permit,  in  such  contracts  or  agree- 
ments, such  enclosures  as  they  deem  proper  and 
best  for  tbe  Interests  of  the  city. 

3d.  The  mavor  is  hereby  directed  to  employ 
such  legal  counsel  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to 
aid  him  in  effecting  the  objects  of  this  ordinance. 

4tn.  This  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  three 
insertions  in  the  "Frankfort  Commonwealth" 
newspaper,  published  in  this  city,  and  take  effect 
from  and  after  the  date  of  its  publication.

All  his  gifts  were 
of  that  superficial  sort,  which  may  have  no 
root  in  a  sound,  healthful  character — gifts  of 
shrewdness,  of  rapid  perception  and  adapta- 
tion. 

Mr.  Phillips  could  not,  of  sourse,  be  so 
readily  blinded  as  his  daughter,  and  some 
suspicions  at  last  took  possession  of  his  mind 
concerning  the  real  character  of  his  clerk 
Investigation  only  proved  them  well  found- 
ed.

FROM  the  inception  of  the  rebelhou,  the  gen- 
uine Union  sentiment  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky has  feund  but  little  expression,  either  in 
the  addresses  of  the  prominent  politicians  or  in 
the  press.  This  statu  of  things,  at  all  times  a 
source  of  murmuring,  though  somewhat  allevia- 
ted by  the  partial  supply  of  loyal  journals  from 
othor  Statos,  has  at  lust  ripened  into  dissatisfac- 
tion and  a  positivo  demand  for  such  a  newspaper. 

Demanding  that  the  rebellion  shall  be  suppress 
ed,  we  would  have  all  the  means  necessary  to 
suppress  it  cheerfully  supplied.  Regarding  unity 
as  essential  to  speedy  success,  wo  would  enforce 
it  as  the  duty  of  every  citizen  to  give  to  those 
who  administer  the  Government — whilst  the  war 
continues — sympathy  and  support.  Believing 
the  rebellion  to  bo  not  only  without  palliation 
or  excuse,  but  a  crime  wo  would  hare  it  taught 
that  those  who  have  inaugurated  and  prosecut- 
ed it  should  wholly  bear  the  responsibility  of 
its  guilt.  Recognizing  the  rebellion  as  gigantic 
in  its  proportions,  we  woul  have  the  difficulty  of 
grappling  with  it  fully  realized. 

In  so  wide  a  fieldawhere  the  instruments  em 
ployed  must  ho  varied,  errors  of  judgment  are 
unavoidable.     We  twimld  not  therefore,  judge 
harshly  of  the  means  employed,  whilst  we  see 
they  are  suggested  by  a  sincere  desire  to  re-es 
Ublish  the  authority  of  the  Government.    In  i 
word,  wo  wish  to  teach  that  it  is  tho  paramount 
duty  of  the  Government  to  preserve  tho  Union 
by  all  the  means  recognized  by  civilized  warfare 
Rejoicing  at  every  triumph  of  our  arms,  we  ile 
sire  to  affiliate  with  those  true  Union  men  every 
where,  who  hope  for,  and  look  to  the  nation's 
success    in   the  field—not  to  its   defeat  as  the 
surest  means  of  securing  a  lasting  and  honorable 
peace. 

The  vote  of  the  people  of  Kentucky,  on  every 
occasion — and  their  resolutions  in  their  primary 
assemblies,  far  ahead  of  their  politicians,  far  in 
advance  of  their  press,  arc  to  us  the  surest  guar- 
anty— that  a  majority  aro  with  us.  The  object 
of  this  paper  is  to  give  organization  to  that  ma- 
jority, and  to  develope  into  political  action 
the  convictions  which,  in  their  hearts  the  people 
cherish.  Also,  to  take  full  advantage  of  the 
facilities  at  command  to  furnish  its  patrons  with 
the  current  news,  and  to  develope  some  important 
features  of  a  Daily ,  that  have  not  hitherto  receiv- 
ed from  the  pross  here  the  prominence  desirable 
in  a  mercantile  community.
